Po stmaster General Co mplains That 
His Subordinates Hav e Failed to Co ­ 
o perate in His Eco no my Plans, and 
So me cf Most 
Impo rtant Officers, 
Fro m General Superintendent Do wn, 
Feel Weig ht o f His Displeasure. 


W ashington, April 1.—A shift in the 
railway mail service has been ordered 
by 
Postm aster 
General 
Hitchcock. 
Several 
of 
the 
most 
im portant 
[ 
officers of the service, including the 
general superintendent, are demoted. 
This drastic action was taken by the 
postm aster general because he be­ 
lieved that his subordinates had failed 
to co-operate with him in his economy 
plans, and in orders for the improve­ 
ment of the service. Alexander Grant, 
the general superintendent of the ser­ 
vice, is sent from W ashington to St. 
Paul as superintendent of a division. 
The place of general superintendent 
will be filled by Theodore Ingalls, who 
up to this time has been superin ten ­ 
dent of the division of rural mails. 
G. C. Thompson, formerly superin­ 
ten den t of the division of the supply 
of the postoffice departm ent, and now 
inspector in charge at Austin, Tex., 
will succeed Mr. Ingalls as superin­ 
tendent of the division of rural mails. 
Charles B. 
Anderson, inspector in 
charge at St. Louis, has been shifted 
to Austin, to take the place left vacant 
by the promotion of Thompson, and 
Inspector George Daniel of the New 
York division has been promoted to 
the post of inspector in charge at St. 
Louis. 
Besides the general superintendent 
of the railroad mail service the super­ 
intendent of the W ashington division 
service, Charles W. Vickery , also is 
demoted, becoming chief clerk of the 
railway mail service in the Cincinnati 
division.

The government realizes 
th at fjven should it consent to en ter 
into peace negotiations with the Ma- 
deros, that would not guarantee a suc­ 
cessful term ination of hostilities be- 
ciMise of the fact that the arm y of 
Mallero has nothing in common with 
the scattered bands of rebels in Tepic, 
In Yucatan and portions of Durango. 
There are a dozen leaders of as 
many scattered bands throughout the 
length and breadth of Mexico, and 
eaach is working independently with 
one or more side issues besides the 
downfall of Diaz to be accomplished.

bly ro o m, the teachers being u rged 
to giv e larger attentio n to the o bserv ­ 
ance of Arbo r day in the state. 
Recent tendencies alo ng edu catio nal 
lines wo re discu ssed by Haro ld Barnes 
in his inau gu ral address as p resident 
of the asso ciatio n. 
One o f the ten­ 
dencies no w in the air, he said, was to 
giv e the bright p u p il a chance. 
To o 
mu ch attentio n, he tho u ght, had been 
giv en in the p ast to the dev elo p ment 
of the du ll and backward p u p il to the 
detriment of the bright p u p il. 
“Children who sho w a low scale of 
wo rk hav e receiv ed a large share of 
the attentio n o f the scho o ls,” he said. 
Ho w abo u t the children who make 
the high grades? 
Shall we wrap u p 
their talents in an edu catio nal nap kin 
and hide them away ?” It was the ex ­ 
cep tio n, he said, when the cap able 
p u p il receiv ed a rightfu l share of at­ 
tentio n. 
Mr. Barnes was no t inclined to jo in 
the cry that there were to o many 
“fads and fancies’” in the scho o ls. He 
said it was no t o ften that a stu dy was 
p laced in the scho o lro o m witho u t a 
great demand fo r it fro m the o u tside. 
New ideas were so metimes ado p ted 
in schoo ls, he said, befo re so me co m­ 
mu nities were p rep ared fo r the ideas, 
bu t it did no t follow that the ideas 
were wro ng. 
Stu dies in the scho o ls 
sho u ld be adap ted to local needs and 
co nditio ns, he believ ed, and there was 
great need fo r “efficiency engineers” 
to 
stu dy 
the 
needs 
o f 
p articu lar 
scho o ls and to “weed” o u t all u nnec­ 
essary wo rk. 
Up -to -date teaching, he 
said, was alo ng the lines of directing 
the p u p ils ho w to think and ho w to 
stu dy rather than to fo rce on them a 
mass o f facts. What the scho o ls need, 
he said, was less tearing do wn o f 
Ideas and mo re bu ilding u p . 
R. I .Hamilto n o f Vincennes, the re­ 
tiring p resident o f the asso ciatio n, 
said the last y ear had been a p ro sp er­ 
o u s o ne in edu catio nal work. 
“While 
the legislatu re did no t do all it was 
asked to do fo r the benefit o f edu ca­ 
tio n, it did mu ch good and no thing 
that was bad,” he said. 
The edu ca­ 
tio nal o u tlo o k was brighter than ev er 
befo re, he said, and teaching was be­ 
ing lifted fro m a v o catio n to the p lane 
o f a p ro fessio n.

BESIEGED TOWN IN 
IT’S FINAL STRUGGLE 


Ojiniga Can’t Hold Gut Much 


Longe r. 


Alpine, Tex ., April 1.—Ojinaga, the 
little town on the Rio Grande that 
Mex ico 
has 
forgotten, 
is 
passing 
through its last bitter straits. 
Thir­ 
teen hundred insurrectos have begun 
a final assault upon the 300 defenders 
behind the adobe walls of the town, 
and before many hours the long siege 
that Ojinaga has withstood, forsaken 
and forgotten, must end in capitula­ 
tion. 
For over three weeks Ojinaga 
has been shut up by the encircling 
breastworks of the insurrectos. 
Not 
a soul has passed out of the town; 
not a pound of food has gone in 
through the close lines of the besieg­ 
ers. Though a strong federal garrison 
has been stationed in Juarez, 100 
miles away, no effort has been made 
to send a relieving force to the help 
of Ojinaga. The town has starved and 
fought for three w’eeks, and today it 
is fighting desperately with the end 
in sight. 
There were nearly 500 men in Ojin­ 
aga when the insurrectos suddenly 
swooped down from the west and cut 
off the place from all communication 
from the outside world. 
Fully 200 of 
the garrison have sneaked over to the 
insurrectos during the three weeks of 
the siege, and none but the bravest of 
the garrison remains to fight out the 
final battle now. A company of Third 
cavalry, doing patrol duty, is estab­ 
lished at Presidio, just across the river 
from Ojinaga.

There is a fight on! 
Down in the 


peacefu l Pecos Valley of New Mex ­ 


ico, where the d ay s of Billy the Kid 
are mere memories there is a fight. 
The q u arrels of the cattle and sheep 
men, the gu n play of cow pu nchers, 
ov er a friend ly game of pok er, the 
battles between ou tlaws and posses— 
all these peacefu l pastimes hav e been 
replaced by war! 
This was is earnest, this w ar is 
seriou s, and in it are a nu mber of 
former Ru sh cou nty people. 
It is a 
war on Jack Frost. 
There is in the 
neighborhood of $500,000 at stak e, 
so d o y ou wond er that it is 
seriou s? 
The orchard ists there hav e arranged 
to smu d ge their apple trees if it is 
necessary and ev ery man and boy of 
Roswell, has agreed to help if it is 
/ 
necessary . 
Occasionally in the Pecos Valley 
the frost sneak s u p at the wrong time 
and the resu lt is that an apple crop 
is completely wiped ou t. 
This is not 
a commtKj occu rence—bu t it is the 
rare occasion that the 
people 
are 
fighting this v ear. 
It lia< been d em- 
* 
£ 
onstrated that orchard s can be su c­ 
cessfu lly smu d ged and tem peratu res 
as low as 20 d egrees ov ercome ev en 
in the fertilizing period . 
This work 
can be d one a t comparativ ely 
low 
cost, and the Pecos Valley rtf New 
Mex ico is av ailing itself of the op­ 
portu nity for the first time this y ear. 
♦Two-gallon pots arc placed at each 
tree in the orchard s. 
They are so a r ­ 
ranged that the heat will not d amage 
the trees and y et will be su fficient to 
raise the temperatu re 
abov e 
the 
freezing point. 
The pots are filled 
with 
cru d e oil, and gasoline lighters 
are attached so that there will he no 
d elay in igniting the oil. 
As a ru le the orchard ists hav e sev ­ 
eral tested thermometers in an orch­ 
ard . 
They also 
hav e an 
electric 
thermometer which they set at thirty - 
fiv e. 
Then when the 
temperatu re 
goes to 
thirty -fiv e 
the 
alarm is 
sou nd ed and the fru it men getq ip. If 
the mercu ry is d ropping fast lie pfob- 
ably starts to lighing the pots in or­ 
d er to get the last ones going before 
the mercu ry gets too low. 
Sometimes 
he find s that the mercu ry is not fall­ 
ing and he can 
feel safe 
withou t, 
lighting the pots. 
That the orehard ist mu st be some­ 
what of a botanist is prov ed by the 
fact that the apple trees will stand a 
temperatu re of 4 d egrees below freez­ 
ing at times, and again one d egree of 
frost will wipe ou t a crop. 
There is 
a 
twenty -fou r hou r period —k nown 
as the fertilizing period — when the 
greatest care is ex ercised . 
One d e­ 
gree of frost then will be fatal. 
Bu t back to the w ar proper. 
This 
w a r has magnitu d e. 
Not alone are 
the orchard ists concerned , bu t the 
wd iole v alk y is fighting frost. 
Vol­ 
u nteer brigad es hav e been organized 
in Roswell and abou t thirty au tomo­ 
biles will carry v olu nteers to the v ar­ 
iou s orchard s to assist in lighting the 
smu d ge pots if 
they are 
need ed . 
These v olu nteers hav e been assigned 
to au tomobiles, the au tomobiless hav e 
been assigned to the o rchards, and 
meeting places hav e been arranged 
so that there will be no co nfusio n 
when delay means do llars. 
The city 
fire whistles will giv e the alarm, and 
ministers, merchants, lawy ers’ do c­ 
to rs and day labo rers will turn o ut, 
to do battle with the fro st.
